It now appears to be 
the turn of Italy to satisfy her greed by taking Tripoli—a country which 
has been in the possession of the Muhammadans for the past twelve hundred 
years. During the past one hundred years nine-tenths of the Ialamie countries 
have passed into the ds of the Christians, and the remaining one tenth is 
also in danger of being taken by them. With the exception of Abyssinia, the 
Whole of Africa once belonged to the Muhammadans, but the vast continent 
has, with the single exception: of Tripoli, passed into the hands of the 
The Italians say that they, too, like their equals the English, the Russians, 
the Germans, the Austrians, and the Spaniards, desire to extend their empire 
by acquiring a new territory, and as there is nothing left to be obtained in 
Africa, Europe and Asia save Tripoli, they have made it the object. of their 
avarice, They say that they have the same right over T'ripoli.as Austris had 
over Herzigovina and: Bosnia: and Germany. over Agadir. They say, that 
international laws, agrapmente: and conventions (of the Powers), civilization 
and justice are only. appealed to by the weak; and since Turkey, being hemmed 
in on all sides by other: Powers, cannot bring her army into Italy by land, they 
have taken advantage of their naval power and have found pretexts to bring 
their troops into Tripoli. If the Powers intervene, they would, of course, admit 
the right of. Italy as she is stronger than her rival. Italy has thus brought to 
light the nature of civilization and justice of Europe. Alas! for the Muhammadans 
who are still sleeping. Thongh el] the Frank (European) papers denounce this 
movement of Italy towards Tripoli as barbarous dishonesty, an act of piracy aud 
Ne not a single. European Power has objected to the ultimatum in 
which Italy indicated her high-handed. poliey regarding Trip li; rather: they 
have approved of the same; ., But; hy aa? Hecause, if they object to the piracy 
and robbery of Italy to-day, the same ebjections may be raised against 
themselves, for all of them resort to similar proceedings Germany's, efforts to 
bring about reconciliation is merely due, to the fact that both the parties are 
her friends. If one of these, however, is offended, ahe may side with the other. 
Beyond this she bas vo Sympathy or humanity. The hue and cry of the 
English and the French non official ers, Who are attribu ting this movement 
of Italy to piracy and robb: . ouly le the fact that if Tripoli falls into 
the hands of Italy there would be great danger to Tunis and Egypt both by 
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land and sea. This fear of danger is aggravated on account of Ita a 
member of the triple alliance with Austria and Germany. 80 Engle. anes 
guided by love of justice or sympathy for the Turks. a 
Some people are of opinion that if Italy encroaches upon Tripoli there 
would be a great revolution in the political world of Europe, ö — Italy ;

Sea would be a menace to the neighbours. Others think that, finding themselves 
weak in their naval powek, the ‘l'urks might seek to _ retaliate Ey invadin 
Thessaly, Greece and Montenegro and thus bring about a revolution in Euro 1 
Some also think that this political war may become a religious one, and mt 
from Turkey in Europe to the whole of Africa and Asia and the history of 
Crusades may repeat itself. : 
From the fact that the European Powers do not interfere with Abyssinia 
which is a Christian country, although the people there are more inhuman and 
barbarous than that of other African countries, and from the apprehension 
which the European powers entertain from Islam gaining ground over 
Christianity in Africa, the paper infers that all that the Christian Powers are 
doing in the name of civilization is but for blotting out the Muhammadans and

In conclusion, the paper warns the Muhammadans that the incident is the 
beginning of the worst.

If the Turks, desiring to pay the enemy in their own coins, follow the same 
principle towards Greece, Montenegro and Balkan States as has been adopted 
by France in Morocco, Germany in Agadir, and Italy in Tripoli, it is not 
likely thet Russia will remain silent or allow the Balkan States to fall into the 
hands of the ‘l'urks for the second time in spite of her efforts to the contrary 
for the past hundred years. Austria on tbe other hand will also not allow 
Russia to re-establish her influence in the Balkan States for the second time. 
In such a case the policy of Germany would be to side with Austria and 
France with Russia. It would then become inevitable for the English to side 
with France, Matters kaving come to this pass, the whole of Europe will be 
ablaze, and flames of war will touch the skirts of Asia and Africa also. The 
result will be that Europe would take decades to recover its present position 
and leave Asia spevially Persia, alone to make what progress she can during 
the interval. The Turko-Italian war has two  possibilities—first, it may 
remain confined to Tripoli, in which case the Turks will have to march their 
troops through Egypt. But the English are not likely to allow them to do 80 
fearing lest the Turks having entered Egypt might refuse to evacuate it an 
thus follow the example set to them by the English themselves, and they 
would be fully justified if they do so. The game played in Tripoli will thus 
come to be repeated in Egypt. It is quite possible that Germany has a hand 
in this game in way of a set-o to what the English did in the question 
regarding Morocco, England would thus be paid in her own coins for 
supporting France by Germany now taking the side of Turkey. Some 
people therefore are of opinion that Germany is putting off the sett ement of 
the Moroccan question simply with a view that both the questions, viz. . 0

Turko-Italian War began the telegra apes stated that Germany was trying to 
bring about reconciliation between Turkey and Italy, both being her friends, 
but no steps seem to have been taken to avert the war. It was simply to hood- 
wink statesmen that some German papers reproached Italy for her move- 
ments. If all these conjectures be true we should think that the present War 
is really meant to bring ‘Turkey face to face with the English in Egypt for 
the good of Germany and P'rance. Politicians are also of opinion that 
Germany ‘s purposely causing delay in the settlement of the Moroccan 
uestion. | ; re : 
. The second possibility of the war is just the contrary, viz., that it is the 
English who have | instigated Italy to attack Tripoli with a view to Pring about 
the collapse of the Triple Alliance and rejection of Germany’s claims over 
Agadir, she being confronted with a reply from her own ally similar to 
what she gave regarding Agadir. Italy has given out on two occasions that the 
Triple alliance did her no good; once when Menelik, King of Abyssinia, 
defeated her and made himself independent, and next time when Austria 
annexed Herzigovina and. Bosina, and Bulgaria and Mountenegro proclaimed 
themselves as being ind epen lent kingdoms. When the Prime Minister of 
Italy gave expression to the above views Austria gave her a formal and written 
promise of holding aloof whenever Italy found an opportunity to encoach upon 
Turkey. There is yet another posibility ; England may be trying to get Italy 
withdraw from the Tripole alliance on account of the latter's naval power. As 
Germany has succeeded to some extent in drawing away Russia from the 
alliance of the three Powers England may also succeed in getting Itsly to 
withdraw from the Triple alliance. Should France, England and Italy unite 
together, their combined naval strength will enable England and France to 
withstand for another ten years the combined naval power of Russia, Austria 
and Germany. No doubt Italy had some good pretext and prospect of certain 
advantages for withdrawing from the Triple alliance and invading Tripoli 
without any let or hir drance. This same pretext may induce her to form 
another triple alliance including this time England init. This view finds 
support in the fact that Italy cannot stand against the Turks on land, but the 
latter cannot bring their army into Tripoli except through Egypt which is in 
the hands of the English. According to the terms of a treaty Turkey has, 
however, reserved this right of marching her army through Egypt, but it 
cannot be supposed that Italy would have taken such a step which might 
prove disastrous to her without being fully satisfied as to the attitude of the 
English. It may therefore be safely said that the success or failure of either 
Power in ‘Tripoli’ solely depends upon the English, and as the Italians 
took the initiative, it cannot be said that the English are on the side of the 
Turks in this matter. They have thought it expedient to overawe the Turks 
through the instrumentality of the Italians so that the former may not side 
with the Germans or by granting them concessions in regard to the Gulf 
section of the Baghdad railway make them powerful rivals of the English. 
The threats held out by Sir Edward Grey regarding the Albanian question 
were also due. to this apprehension. This view is also supported by the 
ye sg of His Majesty King Geroge V declaring his neutrality in the Turko- 
talian War,

immediate superior Officers direct him, over and above, to inspect’ schools, to 
hold examination of the students, to check the school registers, and to visit not 
less than two schools per day. They also hold him responsible for any

Perhaps it is these uudefined and confused duties of the Guru-Instructor 
that have led some of the officers to think that the post itself is superfluous and 
can be dispensed with without any loss to the cause of primary education. 


It is generally said that the Guru - Instructors do not work properly, but 
the writer is of opinion that the officers of the Education Department do not 
know how to make them won properly « In view of the fact that the Gurus
